TO SANITARIUM: HIS; 
PLEATO WIFE VAIN 


Woman Daciines to Interfere 
When Deputies Go to Hospital 
for Former Prosecutor. 








After vainly pleading with his wife 
over the telephone and begging her to 
permit him to return to their home, 
Rowland L. Johnston, former Prosecut- 
ing Attorney of St. Louis County, re- 
cently adjudged.insane, was removed 
from the 8t. Louis Baptist Hospital to 
a private sanitarium in Glendale, 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Following a recent motion on behalf 
of Johnson that he be declared insane, 
he first made public the story of his 
troubles through a Post-Dispatoh re- 
porter. In this interview he spoke of 
his dealings with Miss Mildred Kurte- 
nacher, formerly his stenographer, and 
declared she wes not responsible for 
any of the financial tangles. 

The young woman was arrested in 
Clayton as a result of a controversy 
over the possession of papers belonging 
to Johnson, but was released without 
having a charge placed against her. 
She filed suit for $100,000 on a charge 
of false arrest against Constable Bode 
and Prosecuting Attorney Mills. Then 
she disappeared and her whereabouts 
were unknown until a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent found she was at the 
home of relatives in Davenport, Io. 

In a suit filled by Johnson’s bondsmen 
in an estate of which he was guardian 
at Clayton a few days ago it was 
charged that he had asgigned $38,000 of 
his property to a dummy corporation of 
which he was president, and Miss Kur. 
tenacher was secretary. 

Mrs. Johnston was appointed John- 
ston’s .guardian when he was declared 
of unsound mind. 

When Deputy Sheriffs, armed with a 
Probate Court order, went to the hospi- 
tal to take him away he asked for time 
in which to telephone to Mrs. Johnston. 

“May, they want to take me to a sani- 
tarilum, but I would rather go home. 
Can’t you fix it that way?” he said. 

Mrs. Johnston asked that one of the 
deputies step to the telephone. She re- 
quested that no” action be taken until 
she had time to consider her husband's 
request. 

An hour later she called off the tele- 
phone and said she had decided ft would 
be best for her husband to go to the 
sanitarium. 

Johnston seemed greatly disappointed. 

“Well, then,” he said, “I will go with 
you.”

13 MEN HAULED UP

LOS ANGELES, Pai. Aug. 29.—Thir- 
teen Mexican fire fighters” were rescued 
in a pitiable condition today from Dev- 
il’s Canyon, they had been 
hemmed in since Monday marning with- 
out food Orewater by thr anes that 
are sweeping through the brush on the 


San Gabriel Range. With good care 
they have a fair chance for recovery. 

The men were impressed into the fire- 
fighting line last Sunday and -sent into 
Devil's Canyon. Nothing more ‘was 
heard from them until early today, 
when two men reported that they were 
sure the others were dead. 

By means of a rope hung over a preci- 
pice 300 feet high a volunteer entered 
the fire-swept canyon and found the 
men.

‘I 
have given that up. I believe that 
there are some politics going, but 
I am not going to take part in 
them. So far as I am concerned, 
you will have to make up your 
minds without hearing me fur- 
ther.’’ 











COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 2.—Caroline 
Beers, aged 4, who said she was from

The President has the power and it is 
Lis duty if hs does not approve legis- 
lation to veto it. He must use the 
veto when his conscience tells him, 
whether his head drops in the basket 
or not. If Presidents are men—and 
most of them are— thsy will exercise 
the veto when they think they ought. 
“Look over the vetoes of other Pfesi- 
dents and show me the bad ones and 
Il will show you more made good. Our 
forefathers thought that it was. well 
to have one man who would represent 
all the people and who would be able 
to tell all ths people when he saw leg- 
islation that he did not belisve wag 
good. The veto is an excellent thing. 
My friends who criticise me forget that 
I was elected just as they were and 
by a good many more people than they 
were.” 

The President's chief address was 
scheduled to be given tonight at a ban- 
quet of the Ohio Bar Association. He 
declared, however, that his speech would 
not be on politics.

Further, he says that the Tariff Board

The information on this subject is in 
table 169, opposite page 655, in which it 
is shown that the cost of this fabric, 
gray, that is the cost as it comes 
from the loom before it has been 
bleached, is 6.47 centa (colurmn 16); that 
the mill’s selling price was 7% cents 
(column 16); that the cost finished to the 
converter, that is, to a customer of the 
mill who buys the cloth as it comes 
from the mill and has it converted by 
some finishing works tnto a bleached 
fabric, is 8.12 cents per yard, and that 
the selling price when sold to the job- 
ber by such converter (column 20) was 
12% cents. 


What Board Does Not Gtve. 


There is no information at all given 
by the board about this fabric to show 
at what price it might have been sold 
by the manufacturer ff he had under- 
taken the bleaching and finishing of It 
himself. What the report shows is that 
the manufacturer made the cloth at a 
cost of 6.74 cents and sold it at 7% 
cents, an apparent profit of % cent a 
yard.

control, nor in which he had any in- 
terest. Therefore, Mr. MacLea’s state- 
ments, made in total disregard of the 
Tariff Board’s report, first that I was 
the manufacturer, and then that any 
manufacturer, whoever he may be, sold 
the cloth at a profit of 53.84 per cent, 
are both without foundation. 

Further, Mr. MacLea says that ‘Sen- 
ator Lippitt makes the cloth for less 
than his English competitor.” Now, 
nowhere in the Tariff Board report is 
there any evidence at all as to what 
it costs any- foreign manufacturer to 
make cloth. 

The Tariff Board distinctly states 
that it was not able to get such costs, 
but as the best thsy could do in this 
respect, they obtained the selling prices 
of a few English fabrics, and of this 
sample No. 29, among others, which 
selling price is stated on page 443 to be 
10.97 cents a yard in England, whereas 
ths corresponding selling price in this 
country is 12% cents, and the only infor- 
mation there is, therefore, in regard 
to the English and American values of 
these two fabrics is that the selling 
price in England is a little over 1% 
cents a yard less than ths American 
selling price. , 

Now, in his article of Aug. 15 on the 
same subject he introduced a table. 


It is implied that these cloths are 
Lippitt-McColl products and that there 
is some connection between the Man- 
ville company, with which I have been 
for many years connected, and the 
Lorraine company, with which Mr. Mc- 
Coll has been for many years connected, 
but the facts are that no such connec- 
tion exists. They have no managers, 
nor officers, nor employes of any kind 
in common. They are owned and con- 
trolled by entirely different stockhold- 
ers. For the most part they make en- 
tirely different fabrics but to such ex- 
tent as their fabrics overlap—which is 
very small—they are active competitors 
and always have been. 


Calls Statements Untrutha, 


Now, for them to enjoy practically a 
monopoly ef such fabrics as are repre- 
sented by these nine samples, if it be 
because other mills do not make them. 
Let us, however, see what the Tariff 
Board has to say about that, for the 


mills making each one of them in col- 
umn 11 of table No. 169, and in column 
not numbered of table 137. By refer- 
ring to these tables it will be seen that 
these fabrics are the product of six 
separate and distinct manufacturing 
concerns, namely, Mills Nos. &, 42, 46, 
55, 57 and 69, and one more mill un- 
known, as the mill making sample No. 
58 is not given. Manifestly, if the re- 
port shows that an investigation of but 
81 of the 2000 plants engaged in the cot- 
ton industry in the United States, seven 
make these fabrics, it is a fair assump- 
tion there are many more, and in which 
event the claim of monopoly is unfound- 
ed and unwarranted, so that a very sim- 
ple examination of the Tariff Board's 
report shows the untruth of two more of 
Mr. MacLea’s statements. 

The additional information made pub- 
lic by the board about cotton manufac- 
turing in this country’ shows the very 
remarkable condition that in spite of 
paying about double the wages here that 
are paid abroad and of using plants and 
machinery that cost about 60 per cent 
more than they do abroad, American- 
made cotton goods of many classes were 
being sold in New York, at the time the 
figures were made, as cheap as they 
were in Manchester, England. It is true 
that at that time.the cotton industry 
in this country was in a very depressed 
condition, and that many of these fab- 
rics were being sold below cost and at 
prices at which the industry could not 
long survive, but that this condition 
could exist at all is evidence of the keen 
and intense competition that exists and 
always has existed tn the American cot- 
ton industry. 


“Tariff Can Be Reduced.” 


To those of us who believe in a pro- 
tective tariff the situation that the tar- 
iff report developed is complete evi- 
dence that in this industry domestic 
competition makes any long-continued 
excessive profits an impossibility, and I 
think also shows that in many cases 
the present cotton schedule can be re- 
duced without any injury to the many 
hundreds of thousands of operatives 
whose livelihood depends upon it. 
Entertaining, therefore, the views I 
did three years ago, and the views as 
here expressed, I certainly can see no 
neessity for increasing the duties un- 
der the schedule. To what extent, how- 
ever, these rates can be reduced is an 
entirely different question. I do not 
believe that such rates as have. been 
proposed in the bills recently before 
Congress can be put in force without 
great injury to the industry. I believe 
they would result in transferring a very 
considerable part of our present indus- 
try to other countries and that that 
would be the part in which labor is the 
largest item of cost and therefore from 
the loss of which I think we would suf- 
fer the most.

WHITAKER TO SEEK 
FOR PARE BOOKS IN 
RUINS OF HOME 


Banker, Whose Westmoreland 
Place Residence Burned, to 
Return From Canada. 








Mr. and Mrs. Edwards Whitaker 
whose Westmoreland place home Was 
badly damaged by fire Wednesday are 
expected to return immediately from 
Canada, where they have been travel- 
ing. Whitaker will give his personal 
attention to efforts to save some of the 
books of great value in his library now 
buried under tons of debris. 

The police estimate of the damage 
done by the fire is $65,000, but it is 
probable that the exceptional values of 
the paintings, books and rugs Will 
bring the total to a much higher figure. 

At the office of the St. Louis Fire 
Prevention Bureau it was stated 
Thursday that the fire started from 
the ignition of a cleaning solution 
containing ether from a blowlamp 
that was being used to remove the 
paint from the basement stairway. 

The house contained what has been 
called one of the most valuable collec- 
tions of Oriental rugs in the city. The 
rugs and tapestries had been rolled up 
and put away in an upper story room 
for the summer. ‘The room in which 
they were stored was destroyed and 
they are a total loss. The house and 
contents were fully insured, but many 
of the articles destroyed had a greater 
than money value. 

Mrs. George Fishback, Mrs. Whita- 
ker’s sister, who was in charge of the 
house in the absence of the Whitakers, 
asked for police protection of the prem- 
ises after the fire, and a sergeant and 
five patrolmen guarded the place over 
night to prevent theft of valuables that 
might be found in the wrecked interior. 

The explosion of a can of leaning

MARINES TO DO WORK 


Pointed Out Sending of Soldiers 
Is Taken by Public to 
Mean Warfare.

WASHINGTON, Aug. %.-—Adverse 


criticiam of the State Department's Cen- 
tral American policy in the closing hours 
of the last session of the Senate, with 
intimations that an American army 
would be sent to Nicaragua soon after 
believed by 
some officials here to be reasons which 
actuated President Taft in revoking the 
order sending the Tenth Infantry from 
the canal zone to Nicaragua, 

All authorities on tnternational law in 
the State, War and Navy departments 
are virtually agreed that there is no 
technical difference between fhe khaki- 
clad soldiers and the marine or blue- 
jacket when employed as a landing force 
in a foreign country. But there is a 
public sentiment which invariably as- 
sociates the landing of soldiers with 
actual warfare and a permanency of 
purpose. 

On the other hand, marines and blue- 
jackets are so frequently called on for 
the most temporary and exigent ser- 
vice as to excite litthe comment. 


Will Retard Communication. 
From a military point of view, it is 


said at the State Department, the only 
effect of the President's action of last 
night will be to slightly retard the as- 
sembly of a sufficient American force 
in Nicaragua to insure the maintenance 
of communication between the Ameri- 
can legation in Managua and the war- 
ships at Corinto, 72 miles away. 

It is not belisved American -lives will 
be in great danger for the next two 
or three days, especially as knowledge 
of the purpose of the United States to 
use any necessary amount of foroe to 
#ccomplish fhe purposes announced by 
Minister Weitzel is fully known to the 
rebel leaders. 

The Navy’s reinforcements are be- 
ginning to report their arrival in Nic- 
aragua. The gunboat Denver arrived 
at Corinto Tuesday, but the dispatch 
announcing that fact to the Navy De- 
partment did not reach here until early 
today. 

Besides reporting the arrival of the 
gcunboat, the dispatch said the Cruiser 
California was to land about 400 marines 
and bluejackets at Corinto and steam 
for Panama to embark the 750 marines 
which the Prairie is now speeding to 
Colon for transportation across the 
Isthmus.

BRISTOL, Va., Aug. 29.—In spite of 
his announced wish to retire, Represent- 
ative C. B. Slemp was renominated for 
Congress today by the Ninth District 
Republican Convention. Although 
Slemp was a Taft delegate at Chicagu, 
the convention which wildly applauded 
every mention of Roosevelt’s name, se- 
lected him over two avowed Progressive 
candidates.

TRANSFER RIGHTS CONCEDED. 
The United Railways will not await the result 
, of @ suit started by the city last winter, bt will 
institute, Sept. 1, a more complete transfer sys- 
tem. : 

A plan of routing cers which will place all resi- 
dents of the city on an equal footing, so far as 
direct traction lines are concerned, is, of course, 
difficult. The free transfer of passengers from 
one line to another is designed to make amends 
in part for deficiencies that must remain even 


after the most practical and convenient plan of| 


routing has been put in effect. In a number of 
the outlying districts of St. Louis two car lines 
run in such relation to each other as to make one 
virtually an extension or branch of the other. 
Heretofore a passenger on Branch No. 1 could 
obtain a free transfer to any intersecting line, but 
@ passenger on Branch No. 2 who had transferred 
to Branch No. 1 was held to have exhausted his 
transfer rights. If, after his first transfer, Branch 
No. 1 did not take him to his de&tination, he 
‘was not only under the disadvantage of changing 
cars, of paying a second fare.

PRIMARY LAW’S COROLLARY. 

Many of the attacks on the primary law appeet- 

ing in the up-State Missouri press are so nearly 
identical in form, and even in language, as to 
suggest a common origin. The old guard con- 
tingent of both parties, which have always of- 
fered stubborn resistance to the reformed pri- 
mary principle, may not be done a cruel injustice 
in the suspicion that they are making a con- 
certed onslaught for its radical modification or 
abandonment. 
A&A consciousness that something is wrong with 
the election system is of long standing. It sur- 
vived the introduction of the Australian ballot, 
designed fot the correction of specific evils. It 
still persists after the adoption of the direct nom- 
ination law,,and it is safe to say that the sense 
of unsatisfactory results will persist even after 
the crudities in this law are eliminated and its 
red tape simplified. 

These were both admirable reforms, but impos- 
sibilities must not be expected of them. The 
power the people gained at the expense of the 
machine in the adoption of the direct nomination 
plan must never be relinquished. It must be de- 
fended against the attacks of selfish bosses, Even 
eé valuable a device as this, however, cannot sus- 
pend the laws of psychology. It is not a guaran- 
tee against the confusion of‘mind to be expected 
in the average voter when excessive demands are 
made on his judgment. It cannot prevent the 
diffusion and relaxation of public interest that 
are inevitable when attempt is made to direct the 
publig attention to too many propositions at the 
same time. 

The agency through which the freeman's will 
was expected to be executed at the St. Louis pri- 
mary of Aug. 6 was a ballot five feet long. The 
voter was required to uiske a choice for 44 differ- 
ent offices, for many of which a multiplicity of 
candidates presented themselves in each of sev- 
eral parties. 

The best way of simplifying the primary isw 
is to simplify the entire election system. Much 
of the disappointment now felt in the former is 
really due to the faultiness of the latter. The 
short ballot will complete the reform begun with 
the Australian principle and continued in the di- 
rect nomination principle. It is the logical 
corollary of both. 
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Mr. Taft announced at Springfield, Mass., that 
ke purposes playing politics in a masterly way, 
that, under other circumstances, would alarm his 
opponents. He will preserve a profound silence 
until election. 
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EMPIRICAL. 

To test the familiar theory that rats cause fires 
by gnawing the heads of matches, some insurance 
men recently caught a number of rats and left 
ae tempting array of red-headed matches in their 
cage. Although subjected to days of starvation, 
the rats would not touch the matches. Thus, say 
the insurance men, perishes an old fable which 
has often helped to cover up carelessness or arson. 

Why not apply a similar test of science to other 
mysteries? With proper appliances and supervi- 
sion, we might then learn whether a given presi- 
dential candidate will take trust contributions. 
A simple little empirical device like marked bills 
in 1904, when Standard Oil contributions are said 
tc have been made in currency, might have gaved 
us the trouble of a great deal of unscientific in- 
vestigation and theorizing since then. 
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To date one of the most incredible of campaign 
reports is that Gen. Poweil Clayton of Arkansas 
is to retire from politics.

OUR SCHOOL CHILDREN’S TEETH. 

In the thickly populated districts of St. Louis 
there are about 26,000 children who are examined 
periodically by medical experts and, incidentally, 
the condition of their teeth is noted. St. Louis 
is not among the 116 communities in this country 
that are providing free dental service to indigent 
children, but the Board of Education is doing 
what little it can to meet this need. I[t has been 
found that a vast majority of the children in these 
districts suffer from bad teeth. 

Last year the St. Louis Dental Society arranged 
that indigent school children could receive free 
treatment at the Washington Univeftsity Dental 
School, the Barnes University Dental Department, 
and’ the St. Louis University Dental Department. 
The Board of Education, through its medical ex-

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MR. TAFT’S HAPPY SECOND THOUGHT. 

We congratulate Mr. Taft on rescinding his rush 
order for an army invasion of Nicaragua. Not only 
are the marines sufficient, but there is a grave 
question whether the President would not have 
exceeded his constitutional authority in sending 
an army. 

Congress alone has the authority to declare war. 
Two days after Congress adjourned, Mr. Taft: 
order might have been construed as a deliberute 
infringement upon the authority of Congress. It 
could have been, and would have been in many 
quarters, interpreted as lawless eagerness that ap- 
prehended restraint if proper authority had been 
consulted. It bore analogy to his predecessor's 
action in “taking Panama and letting Congress 
talk afterwards.” 

By rescinding his army order, Mr. Taft avoids 
the suspicion of campaign motives. For many 
months ardent well-wishers of Taft have deniored 
the fact that Mexico offered the United States no 
piausible ground to intervene or make war so that 
‘he prudential maxim might be invoked against 
swapping horses in midstream. The suggestioa 
was not seriously broached to Congress—unle33 a 
fire-eating oravcr or two be considered as serious. 
I» Nicaragua a littie $8-cent revolution is in oroy- 
ress partly in consequence of cur dollar diplomacy, 
and an embargo has been laid on the earning pow- 
er of an American-owned railroad. Iu addition 
to this grievance, there have been a murder or 
two, and vaguely reported “atrocities.” Except 
for the atrocities committed against the American 
dollar, the marines in port are more than able to 
cope with the ‘situation. To employ the te1ribce 
implement of our army would have appeared to be 
a ponderous piece of fly-swatting, not only incon- 
ceivable to Congress, but pathetic as a political 
maneuver. As constituting the ground for am ar- 
gument against chat \ng Presidents—it wouid 
have argued decidedly ¢ other way. 

There are occasions 4 on vacillations serve a 
very good purpose. If Mr. Taft had only changed 
his mind about the rush order vetoes with which 
he made war on the American people at home, 
we should congratulate him still further.

Dr. Stewart of the Department of Hy- 
giene says that only the worst cases are treated, 
and that several dental clinics could be kept busy 
all the time, if all the cases were attended to. 

It is recognized today that impaired teeth threat- 
en, yes, promise, impaired health. They bring 
weakened digestion, bacterial infection, with re- 
sulting sickness and perhaps loss of life. It has 
been estimated that irregularity of attendance, be- 
cause Of toothache and ills arising from decayed 
teeth, frequently reaches as high as 40 per cent. 
An authority states that no less than 97 per cent 
of school children between the ages of 6 and 1? are 
“dental cripples.” 

This being so, and free dentistry for the poor 
being a legitimate branch of the public health 
equipment, just as are free clinics and free nospi- 
tals, it behooves the city to consider whether it js 
doing its full duty in permitting a majority of the 
children of the poor to go without dental] treat- 
ment. Why not place St. Louis in the front rank, 
with cities which provide-suco treatment as a pub- 
lic health measure?

John D. Rockefeller on Business 
Routine 


Have rules and routine disappeared 
from business life? There was a pe- 
riod wihien the time schedule ruled both 
young and old in shop and office; when 
the successful man of affairs rose at 7, 
breakfasted at 8 was 4t his office at 
9, dictated letters until 10, and so on, 


year. Now the rules and routine have 
apparently gone. 

It is true there are still some who hold 
fast to the gospel of details—and of 
these is Mr. John D. Rockefeller, who, 
writing in the Strand, says: 

‘IT confess that I attach great im- 
portance to routine. I believe that every 
young man who intends to succeed in 
business should do as I did—take”“a 
course at a commercial college. I do 
not believe in what is called ‘the rule 
of thumb;’ the rudiments of business 
should be properly taught, and the 
ground prepared to buiid upon. If a 
youth has had no thorough grounding, a 
time may come when his weakness for 
detail will show itself. 

‘‘When people write to me asking for 
the secret of my success, I always tell 
them that I owe everything to a love 
for, and mastery of, details. A man 
playing chess or billiards or golf must 
attend to details if he wants to win— 
why must he not do so in business? Ev- 
eryone ought to be able to keep his own 
books and know exactly to a penny how 
the money comes in and how it goes 
‘out. I have known many bright, tntel- 
| ligent men who never really knew all 
the facts about their own affairs. They 
‘did not actually know when they were 
‘making money on a certain operation 
‘and when they were losing. Such busi- 
| ness men live in a fool’s paradise: they 
‘hate to study their books and face the 
truth. They are often brilliant at a 
‘single great stroke, but they cannot 
_ keep up the game, simply because they 
are weak in detail, and they are weak 
‘in @etail because they have never 
studied its princeiples.’’

Mansion Well Adapted. 

The mansion is extremely well adapted 
to the uses to which it is to be put. 
Tt is a three-story white stone structure. 
On the lower floor is a large dining hall, 
drawing room, music room, library and 
breakfast room. The sleeping apart- 
ments on the second floor are so ar- 

> ranged around a central hall that while 
each may be entered from the hall, they 
are all connected. On the third floor 
is a ballroom, where many notable func- 
tions have been given. é

Blake said he had not been drinking. 
He said he looked for a train as he 
approached the crossing, but that the 
caboose, some distance away, seemed to 
be stationary. His horse’s hoof caught 
between the rail and the board which 
formed the crossing, and, while they 
were thus delayed, the train backed 
down on them.

HERE is one drawback to the 
splendid achievement of the 


American Olympic team of 
1912 in overwhelmingly defeatin all 
other nations. at Stockholm. It is 


the chance that this ~— rod 
through overconfidence, ulled 
into apathy and neglect sat ta 
for the Olympic games of 1916, at 
Berlin. 

Forsign nations are awakening. They 
feel keenly the repeated Olympic defeats 
at the hands of America and henceforth 
they will spare no pains to wrest from 
the United States her world-wide ath- 
letic laurels. I saw many evidences of 
this both at Stockholm and during my 
continental and British travels, later. 

Germany hes already outlined a com- 
prehensive plan for the further develop- 
ment of her sons in the strictly Olympic 
sports, and at the present time it looks 
as if the movement will be financially 
supported by the Imperial Government. 
This will be not only a step towards 
their making a formidable showing in 
the next set of games, but is evidence to 
supplant the once popular beer and 
eee arte of the German 
universities healthful sports. 
LIGHTBODY HAS ALREADY 
DONE MUCH FOR GERMANS 

NE of Amerioa’s greatst runners 

who has been doing a world of 

good for the Germans since the 
London games of 1908, instructing and 
coaching them in an amateur way, is 
James D. Lightbody, hero of the 1904, 
"0 and '08 Olympiads. 
The Swedes have shown themselves to 
be splendid athletes, and when one con- 
siders that Hijertbeg, their American 
trainer, has only been with them two 
years, it is not without ground that 
the leaders in American sports fear 
that, in the future, their work will not 
be as easy as it has been fin the past. 
Finland's great showing in the games, 
with only a handful of competitors in 
the strictly track and field events, is 
another evidence of a European ath- 
letic advance. I have seen athietics in 
most every quarter of the world where 
they enjoy popularity, but never before 
have I seen, or even heard of such run- 
ning as that done by the Finn Kohl- 
mainen, without any doubt or question 
the greatest performer that ever drew 
on a@ running shoe. When I say the 
greatest I do not except any man, ama- 
teur or professional, of the present or 
past. In the 5000-meter run several of 
us caught his time as he passed the 
two-mile mark as 9m. 3s., after which 
he continued on and set an unprece- 
‘dented record for the full 5000 meters. 


FINLAND’S SHOWING WAS 


NOT MERELY AOCOCIDENTAL 
HEN one coneiders that some 
\W of the greatest distance run- 
ners America ever produced 
were far in the rear, he. real- 
izes that we also must be up and doing 
at once for 1916 if we would hold our 
supremacy on track and fleld. Finland's 
showing was no accidental outburst, for 
her weight men and some other runners 
besides Kohimainen were formidabls 
contenders in this year’s sports. 
France, too, is producing Some splen-
